Mr. Charles Oatridge, an elderly man with 
a slight American accent, who is now in the 
Colony renewing acquaintance with scenes in 
which over forty yedrs ago, he spent five years of 


an adventurous youth, 


doesn’t think much of 


modern-day Hong Kong. 


HE WALKED INTO THE 


CENTRAL POLICE STATION 


IN THE HOPE OF TRACING ONE OR OTHER OF THE 
EIGHTY EUROPEAN MEMBERS OF THE POLICE FORCE OF 
WHOM HE WAS ONE“BETWEEN 1885, AND 1890, AND CAME 
AWAY DISAPPOINTED, BUT THIS IS NOT THE CAUSE OF 


HIS DISAPPROVAL. 


In an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the “Sunday 
Herald" yesterday, in which he 
included some highly interest- 
ing reminiscences of the old 
days, Mr. Oatridge, who is 
travelling | round the world ac- 
companied by his wife, com- 
mented critically on Hong 
Kong's slums and its child- 
beggars among other things. 

“Hong Kong has indeed chang- 
ed," he said “but most of the 
improvements seem to have been 
introduced for the benofit of the 
European and the well-to-do Chin- 
esc, The others have been neglect- 
ed.” 

; RIVIERA OF ORIENT! 

Hong Kong as‘ the “Riviera of 
the Orient” caused Mr. Oatridge to 
laugh. 

“The only places in the Colony 
which can come within the descrip- 
tion are Repulse Bay and the 
Botanicn) Gardens region. 

“The centre of the town makes 
n good {mpression on tho visitor,” 
he continued, “but why has nothing 
been done to improve the east and 
west main thoroughfares?” 

“Quben’s Road West was in 
my time morally filthy, but now 
it is physically filthy. The 
houses are the same, the streets 
ore still so narrow, the 

. shops are stil] the same but, al- 
though the Colony was in ao 
worse sanitary condition in my 
time, the smells one encounters 
now makes one JIL. 

“Why doesn’t the Government 
pull down. thoso places and build 
better, spacious houses and build- 
inga with wider strects, so that |Pe° 
more sunshine and fresh air, which 
is tho only formula for hoalth, can 
enter the homes of the Chinese 
people?” added Mr. Ontridge. 

“I would rather live as a poor 
man in California than in Hong 
Kong as a wealthy man. I 
wouldn't live in this place now 
if you gave it to me.” 


CHILD BEGGARS 
Mrs, Ostridge commented on the 


beggars, with whom she and her 
husband were confronted every 
day elnce their landing’ in the 


ion 


Colony. “I've never seen such 
sights before,” sho said.” 

Describing how..on giving a 
child-beggar some coins, he was 
immediately surrounded by a score 
of others, Mr. Oatridge said he 
thought he was going to be lynched. 
“I was grateful to get away from 
the city to the atmosphere of Re- 
pulse Bay. These children  fol- 
lowed us everywhere in town, even 
into-the shops we went.” 

Mr. Oatridge comes from an ad- 
venturous and seafaring famlly— 
a family, he said of “long-lived 
people.” His father dicd at the 
age of 90 and his mother also at 
very advanced age. 

AMBITIOUS AT 14 

He met the late Captain W. M. 
Deune, then Captafn Guperin- 
tendent of the Hong Kong Police 
Force, while he was on faroush in 
the home town of his wife. Kent, 
and-told him that he would lke 
to come to Hong Kong. He was. 
only 14, but the Captain remem- 
bered for, four years Inter he re- 
ceived a ‘letter from Hong Kong 
land with this ho went to 
Ddwning Street and was appoint- 
ed much against the will of his 
parents. 

He arrived in September, 1885. 
At that time thero were only 80 
Europeans in tho Force. After 
serving two years, yearning for 
adventure, he asked to. be trans- 
forred to the Wator Police and he} ’ 
finished his five-year-contract in 
that department, 

BALLOONIST THRILL 

Mr. Oatridge spoke of tho thrill 

people in the Colony experienced 
when Trisdale arrived here on a 
world tour and gavo an exhibition 
of parachute jumping from an bal- 
loon in the Valley.. Thousands 
turned out to sce him jump from 
the balloon. and glide down to earth 
sitting on o chair attached to ao 
parachute. This was in 1888, 

He also recalled the famous 
“Namoa Piracy” which took place 
during the month of his arrival in 
the Colony. The ship left Hong 
Kong and was pirated by steornge 
passengers under the guidance of 
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Mr. and Mrs. Charles Ontridge, now visiting the Colony on a world 


tour.

Nine men were lying in the hold, 
gassed by. what Mr. Oatridge term- 
ed “stink bombs,” which the pirates 
made themselves... 

Mr. Oatridge was among the few 
living who witnessed the opening 


lof the Peak Tramway in 1888, and 


he recalls the tragedy which occur- 
red during the 
Jubilee Colebrations, when a barge 
from which military officials. were 
staging an elabornta fireworks dis- 
play, exploded and caused tho death 
‘of scores of people. Mr. Onatridge 
was among the officers who board- 
ed the wreck to Investigate. They 
found that most of those aboard 
had been blown to smithercons. 

WATERFRONT LAW 

Among the peculfar laws for tho 
waterfront in bis time required 
that any European who engaged 
must

official. No -sampan was allow: | 


ed to thke a passenger whore 
no police official was on duty. This 
precaution was necessary because 
many cases occurred where, after 
boarding sampans,. Europeans wore 
never heard of again. 

As.cholora prevailed during his 
sojourn {n the Colony, doctors or- 
dered them to drink whisky in- 
stend of wator. “The only thing 
was,” said Mr. Ontridge, “that we 
drank too much whisky. Almost 
every officer had a ease under his 
bed, for medicinal purposes, and 
to make matters worse there was 
the “chit aystem.”

After leaving Hong Kong, ho 
Joined the Chineso Maritime Cus- 
toms at Canton, o year Jater be- 
camo book-koeper in the Hong Kong 
Fire Clay Works at Aberdeen, and 
thon went to Singapore as Inspec- 
tor In the Chinese Protectorate 
stationed at Malacca, where’ ho 
“grow so tired of seeing the same 
faces day after day that he decfd- 
ed to wander again. 

STOWAWAY 

From Singapore he travelled to 
Rangoon, Calcutta and then to Co- 
lombo, whore he stowed away on a 
ship to Australia. “My, I had to 
work for my passage after being 
found,” Mr, Oatridge said. Whon 
he arrived at Adelaide tho place 
was stricken with small-pox, on- 
teric and typhoid. The spirit of 
adventure Jed him to the gold fields 
of Western Australia. In spito of 
tho ravages of scurvy and cholera, 
he managed to pull through and 
eventually returned to the const, 
after two years In the Colgardi 
mines, ‘with a small fortune. 

He went next. to Shanghai, 
where he got a job in tho Shanghai 
Municipal Council as an overseer. 
In 1898 ho left for San Franciaco 
and thenco for Oakland, California, 
where he settled down, 

Mr. Oatridge married in Oak- 
land and now has two sons, one in 
the States Agricultural . Dopart- 
ment and the othor just rocently 
gradunted from tho California 
University.

And the Merchant 
has no longer his old popularity 
and dignity, The tendency is to 
say that-if a man chooses to 
trade with a foreign country he 
must take the chances of legal 
injustice as ‘one of his oriska, 
and fix hls prices accordingly, 
rather than expect his Govern- 
ment to pull him out of a hole. 
A country with jncompetent or 
unfair judges will have to pay 
in tho end, though it may take 
some time to realise how ut fs 
paying.

N the Inte spring. we had moved 
up.‘and wote lying’ along: the 
banks of n yellow, 'awollon atrenm, 
I forget the name of it, but it had 
seen some hard fighting and .the;

It was a historic place, but it 
looked peaceful in the. bright 
spring sunlight. As we moved 
up we were impressed by the stfll- 
ness. It was as quiet aa any or- 
dinnry French countryside in 
pencetime and unlike other sec- 
tors at the front, seemed to hold 
no thrent of death and disaster.

We scttlod 
down in the deep'weeds by tho 
guns to await the Bavarians. The 
day was hot and cloudicss. Lam- 
bert kept watch. for the Bavar- 
fans, and the rest of us lay, on 
our backs and Jooked up st the 
deep blue sky fringed. by. motion- 
lesa weod fronds. The sun on the 
gun barrels-mnade them hot to. the 
touch, and I had a foolish {dda 
that the heat waves arlaing from 
the steol might betray. our pres- 
ence to the enemy. But obviously 
they wore not axpecting | any- 
thing of this kind. Their experi- 
ence with the French was ogafnst 


; them. 


and anid softly, “Hore thoy como, 
airs’ I looked and saw about 
thirty grey-unlformed men with 
hair uncut and bearda untrimmed 
walla slowly down the banka from 
thelr trenches. As they camo 
elonor we could see thelr faces 
quite plainly. They looked very 
thin and -a lot moro tired and 
dirty than we wero. 

Wo svaited until all of them 
had reached the water before we 
started firing. A fow were already 
in the water, Looking along the 
gun barrel through the narrow 
rift in the aveeds, I watched them 
remove their uniforms. Then I 
gave the signal to fire. “AN 
right,” I said. “Here we go.” 
Tho guns broko the atilinces of 
the warm afternoon like an ex- 
plosion, The first man hit waa in 
the water aluicing his arma and 
shoulders. He looked very sur- 
prined nvhen he heard the guna 
and know he was hit, and then 
he fell faco downward in the 
water, The men in the water 
had a atrange aspect of . slow- 
motion as they fell. They dicd 
like rats in the water.
